FIERCE FIGHTING 


AT LA BOISSELLE 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 
LONDON, July 5.—The British 


official statement from _ general 
headquarters, timed 10:55 p.m, 
reads: 


“On, the southern sectors of our 
front fighting continued throughout 
the day, and at some points we made 
slight progress, ,The remainder of 


a whole German battalion surren- 
dered in the vicinity of Fricourt 
yesterday. 

“At La Boisselle fierce fighting 


and bombing continued, and bomb- 
ing encounters took place during 
the past 24 hours. Our troops are 
now in complete possession of the 
village. The Germans made a strong 
bombing attack this aftesnoon on 
that peution of their original front 
which ‘is now held by us south of 
Thiepval, This attack was repulsed 
easily, with loss to the enemy. 

“Between Thiepval and the Ancre 
the enemy heavily shelled our newly 
won trenches. Immmediately north 
of the Ancre there is no change in 
the situation. There was consider- 
able artillery activity today 
Loos and the Hohenzollern redoubt, 
A German raid last night on our 
trenches south of Armenticres com- 
pletely broke down under our rifle 
and machine gun fire and consider- 
able losses were inflicted on the en- 
emy. ; 

“Our aeroplanes successfully at- 
tacked yesteraay the important rail- 
way centres at Comines, Combles 

and St. Quentin. Our offensive pa- 
trols, working far into the enemy's 
country, encountered hostile aero- 
planes in great numbers, and ma- 
chine fighting took place, Tour 
German machines were brought 
down inside our lines, and at least 
three others were driven to the 
ground in a damaged condition, We 
sueffred no further losse# beyond 
those already reporred,” 

A later bulletin from the war of- 
fice says: 

“Heavy thunderstorms and _ tor- 
rential rains interfered somewhat 
with offensive operations. The total 
number of prisoners exceeds 5,000.”

FRENCH MAKE GAINS 
IN SOMME DISTRICT 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

PARIS, July 4—Thiaumont works 
nround which some of the bloodiest 
fighting of the war has taken place, 
has been captured by the Germans 
for the fourth time, according to the 
Officiot statement issued by the 
French war office tonight. The 

French have advanced south and east 
of Assevillers, where they have cap- 
tured 2 wood and the villages of 
Barleux and Belloy-En-Santerre 
They have also taken the great part 
of the Village of Estrees, where 600 
prisoners fell into their hands. 

The text of the official statement 
follows: 

“North of the Somme the day 
passed quietly in the whole section 
occupied by the Drench troops. 
South of the Somme in spite of bad 
weather, which interfered with our 


the south and east. We captured 
woods in the neighborhood of Asse- 
villers and the villages of Barleux 
and Belloy-En-Santerre, which we 
hold in entirety. Estrees has also 
fallen into our hands, with the ex- 
ception of a small part where the 
Germans are still resisting. In the 
region of Estrees alone we took 500 
prisoners, 

“On the west bank of the Meuse 
nn artillery struggle is proceeding in 
the region of Avocourt and Hill 304. 
On the east bank of the Meuse the 
Germans redoubled their efforts in 
the region of Thiaumont, on which 
since mid-day they directed a bom- 
bardment of great violence with 
guns of big calibre. About 2 o'clock 
after several assaults had been re- 
pulsed, a massed attack was launch- 
ed on the work and succeeded in 
capturing it for the fourth timo, 
Our troops maintain their positions 
in the immediate neighborhood of 
the works. An intense artillery fire 
was directed by the enemy on Dam- 
loup and La Laufee, No event of 
importance occurred on the rest of 
the front. 

“On the night of July 3 our air- 
men bombarded the railroad  sta- 
tion at Longuyon and the barracks 
at Challerange and Savigny and 
milltary establishments at Laon,” 


Unofficial despatches say that the entire British front of ninety miles is 
bearing its full share of the battle, but it is towards the south that the heavi- 


est fighting is under way. 


A high British officer is authority for the statement that artillery prepar- 
ation will precede all further infantry attacks, as the resourcefulness, deter- 
mination and fighting qualities of the Germans, as well as the power of their 


defenses, are well recognized. 


The French are making a steady advance in the Somme sector, without 
apparently heavy casualties, and now face an easier task, according to expert 
opinion, to reach their objective, the river itself. 

Around Thiaumont works, which the Germans have taken for the fourth 
time, and which has been the centre of desperate attacks and counter attacks 
for many days past, thousands of men have fallen, for this is a position which 
is essential to the Germans for carrying their advance nearer to Verdun it-

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OUNDED TELL 
OF THE FIGHTING 


All Are Cheerful and Have 8u- 
preme Confidence That Tide 
Has Changed

(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 
LONDON, July 4.—Convoys of 
wounded continue to arrive at differ- 
ent ports, where everybody comments 
upon their cheerfulness and high 
Spirits and their supreme confidence 
that the tide of battle has turned. 
Some tell thrilling siories. One well 
known commanding officer of a bat- 
talion, who has landed at Southamp- 
ton with a hole through one hand 
and an ugly shrapnel wound in the 
leg, which he received in Saturday's 
fighting, said: 

“Our fellows reached their objce- 
tive. They would have got there if 
hell itself had to be crossed. No 
soldiers could have been finer than 
our men. The German machine guns 
were sweeping that portion of th 
front with an absolute hail of lead, 
but our only trouble was to prevent 
them from charging right into the 
thick of it before the chosen moment. 

“The officers were splendid—all of 
them, Lieut. Chawner, in the teeth 
of a tornado of fire, dashed across No 
Man’s Land at the head of his pla- 
toon. Not one got through but him- 
self. But he found himself face to 
face with three Germans, whom he 
promptly threatened with his revolver, 
and made them lay down their rifles, 
He took them prisoners and ordered 
them back to our lines, Just then 
he was knocked over by a shell frag- 
ment with one of the Germans. 
When he recovered consciousness one 
of the other two Germans was band- 
aging him; the second had yanished. 
So Chawner thanked him and march- 
ed him back to our lines. 

“Our men marched through that 
raging fire exactly as if on parade. 
If they had been soldiers all their 
lives they could not possibly have 
shown a finer fighting spirit. My 
battalion, being in one of the bad 
bits, suffered terribly, but those who 
fell, fell fighting like heroes.” 


GREAT DEMAND FOR 
FLYING MACHINES 


Major Baird, Representative of 
Aerial Committee in Com- 
mons, Gives Report

LONDON, July 4.—Major Baird, re- 
presentative of the aerial committee 
in the House of Commons today said 
that the demand for flying machines 
at the front was enormous, Recently 
as many as 24 flew across to the 
field of operations in one day, he 
added, in illustration of this demand 
and the manner in which it was be- 
ing met.

wounded, 

The midnight list, the heaviest of 
the three, reported 131 casuntties, 25

DISTRICT WELL 
HEADED OUT 


At Clover Bar It Is Report- 
ed To Be Four Feet 
High 


PROSPECTS FINE 
ALL OVER DISTRICT 


Crops Generally Are Ten 
Days Later Than Last 
Year 


In a great many parts of the Bd- 
monton district wheat is already 
heading out, according to information 


supplied to The Bulletin over the 
rural telephone line last night. At 
Clover Bar the wheat ia four feet 
high and heading out fast, The re- 
ports are as follows: 

Little Devil's Lake (east of Ono- 
way)—All crops are fine. Wheat is 


six inches high, and it will be some 
days before it is headed out. There 
has been plenty of moisture, More 
acerage than last year. 

Namao—Crops are quite as well 
advanced as usual, Wheat is 16 inches 
high, and will be headed out in ten 
days. There has been plenty of rain 
recently, but more Will be needed in 
about a week, About the same aver- 
age as last year. 

Spruce Grove—Wheat twelve inches 
high, and some will soon be headed 
out, Recent rains have ensured a 
bountiful crop. There is more acre- 
age than last year. 

Horse Hill#—Crops are good. The 
dry weather in June affected the crops 
sown on fall plowing, but fortunately 
there is not very much of that. Wheat 
is 18 inches high, and heading out. 
Acreage about the same as last year. 

Clover Bar—Crops excellent. Wheat 
four feet high, and heading out. 
Plenty of rain has fallen during last 
few days, Acreage about the same as 
last year, 

Daugh—No Wheat sown in this dis- 
trict, but every possible acre haa been 
sown to oats and barley, and these 
crops are doing exceptionally well. 
Lots of moisture. 

A special press bulletin issued yea- 
terday by the census and statistics 
office gives the following reports on 
other parts of Alberta at the end of 
June, as summarized from telegrams 
received from the Dominion experi- 
mental farms and stations. The re- 
ports show that the prospects for 
grain crops are excetfent throughout 
the west, but the crops being about 
ten days later than last year much 
will depend upon freedom from early 
frosts, 

Medicine Hat—The 
are uneven, Fallow wheat is head- 
ing. Late sown wheat is doing well 
with the ideal weather, The oat crops 
are all late sown, but growing very 
quickly, The  pototo crop is very 
promising indeed. Flax is well up, 

Jenner—Sufficlent moisture here. 
Surounding crops in fine’ condition, 
some wheat heading out. J. P. Irwin, 
assistant supervisor vr filustration 
stations, reports that a large percent- 
age of crops in southern Alberta stub- 
bled in suffered considerably for lack 
of rain recently, but rains of past few 
days have brought them on in good 
shape again. Many districts suffered 
from early high winds, but rains of 
last week in May and later relieved 
situation, Hoed crops look well, All 
hay crops are excellent, 

Lethbridge—General crop outlook 
excellent, being as good as last year, 

Munson—Crops in this district are 
exceptionally good, a good even stand 
all over the ground, lota of moisture 
to insure a crop, with occasional warm 
showers and warm days. Grain grow- 
ing very fast. Wheat 22 inches high. 
Indications of a bumper crop, 

Chrmangay—Crops are 100 ing well, 
Beneficial rains have fallen the last 
two days. A good crop is looked for 
if it does not get frosted, 

Pincher Creek — Beneficial rains 
have fallen the last two weeks, and 
the condition of the grain and hay 
crops is excellent. Hoed crops and 
later cereals have germinated evenly 
and are coming along well, 

MacLeod—All grain crops are look- 
ing well. Some wheat starting to 
head. Prospects bright for bumper 
crop. Plenty of rain during June. 

Lacombe—Cool weather until early 
June delayed growth, but promoted 
page: development.

wor rn Eeriey None But Return 
= Sarcee Camp or Certified Uneligibles—Pro- 

posal To Be Discussed.

ng resolutions passed by the St. 
atone, Society, Which will doubtless 
be worked into a Campaign to be 
waged throughout Alberta for regis- 
tration, according to the Lord Derby 
seheme, of all ellg'ble men and for 
the farmers of ‘Northern Albe:ta to 
employ none but returned soldiers, sol- 
diers on leave from Concentration 
camps at Sarcee and certified ineligi- 
bles; Will be discussed at a special 
méeting of the St, Andrew's Society 
atthe Macdonald Hotel at 11 o'clock 
this morning, when Major Kerby, 
chiefrecruiting oilicer for Alberta, will 
be" present. 

The idea of urging the farmers to 
employ none but soldiers or men cer- 
tified according to the Lord Derby 
scheme was mootta at a meeting of 
the St. Andrew's Society held last 
week, but the ‘matter was kept quiet 
until it could be taken up with Major 
Kerby and General Cruikshank = at 
Galgary. Dr, A, C. Rutherford, presi- 
dent of the St, Andrew's Soctety, took 
the matter up with the military auth- 
orities at Calgary at the time of the 
presentation to the 194th Battalion 
and they heartily approved of the 
scheme, 

Briefly, the scheme suggested by tho 
St. Andrew's Society is for all men 
between the ages of 18 and 45 to regis- 
ter, Those that have good reasons 
1or not enlisting or are medically unfit 
for service, should be given certiti- 
cates to this affect. From these men 
and soldiers in trainiNg or returned

ritz is an undersized little runt of 
® man. When I saw him, surrounded 
ns he wag by tall, slender, good-look- 
ing young officers of a certain French 
staff, he ldked even smaller and 
more worm-eaten than he really is. 
His weazened little face is-decked by 
a fringe of foxy-red dnd uncared for 
whiskers. - He -wore the “‘feld-grau” 
recently tssued to the German soldiers 
and which is of such mediocre qual- 
ity that it fades and wrinkles quite 
shamelessly. His blue eyes were cun- 
ning and hard and shifting.

Incidentally “Fritz is a generic 
name for German prisoners. They 
are all Fritzes, NThe name of this 
particular Fritz will not be given, 
because he may escape being propped 
against a German wall and shot 
when the war is over. Tt is difficult 
to sea just how he will escape. He 


will be exchanged, with the rest of 
the German prisoners of war, and 
somewhere in Germany Fritz’s dos- 
sier is today crossed by a line tell- 
ing of his desertion in the face of the 
enemy on a morning of May, 1916.

Scheme and Also Have

soldiers, employers of labor will be 
asked to select the help that  thev 
need, This is especially to apply to 
the farmers, who each summer need 
thousands of men to help in’ the har- 
vesting and threshing. 

In the past, these thousands have 
largely veen men from the east or 
from the States, who came out on 
harvest excursions, spent little or no 
money in the digtrict and then re- 
turned, Many of them, even last year 
were far more eligible for enlistment 
than many who are now wearing 
khaki, 

It is the idea-of the St. Andrew's 
Society that ~should.. certificates be 
given to men not in uniform, this ele- 
ment would be unable to come to the 
district and take away a lot of money, 
while other men who are deserving of 
the support of ....ployers of labor are 
vot able to get work, It should serve 
us a big afd to reeruiting, provided 
employers of labor co-operated with 


the authorities.

nervy over what might come. Fritz 
doesn't worry about any family he 
may have, and he has not imagina- 
tion enough to imagine what the front 
might be like, He reached “the back 
of the front’ and stayed there for a 
few days. One night his detachment 
marched for hours. At last they 
reached ‘the front line trenches. 

Ten duys before an attack upon the 
French trenches had failed at this 
point, A French counter-attack had 
likewise been repulsed. Between the 
lines were the grim evidences of that 
double failure, Fritz watched them, 
fascinated, through his loophole. 
Sometimes shells fell among them, 80 
that the dead seemed to stir uneasily 
in their sleep. The sight made him 
physically ill. He tried to retire de- 
cently into his dugout, but his com- 
rades would have none of it. Most 
of them were veterans, They had no 
patience with men who suffered 
from queasiness, 

“Two days I watched them,” said 
Fritz. “At night it seemed to me I 
could see candles moving about their 
heads.” 

Then the French began to shell, In 
the Argonne the French shell with a 
sort of joyous abandon. If the Ger- 
mans make a’serious reply the storm 
of French shells is redoubled, for here 
they send two shells, at least, to the 
Germans’ one. For three days that 
shelling was continued, Fritz saw 
men fresh killed in his trench, They 
lay there for hours until they could 
be carried away. *He learned the 
scent of new blood, He heard the 
wounded men cry. He began to 
suffer—actually to suffer—from fear. 
It is probably quite impossible for the 
normal man to appreciaté what the 
congenital coward feels at such times, 
His sergeant kicked him, and his 
comrades heartily approved of the 
kicking. No matter. Fritz continued 
to be inexhaustibly ill, 
Trying to Make a Man. 

One diay he was put on 
duty at a “listening post’—a spur 
trench which had been run toward 
the French lines. His officer perhaps 
thought to cure Fritz of his cow- 
ardice or kill him, Maybe he thought 
such a shameless coward would be 
a better listener than a better man. 
The shells fell faster that day. Bul- 
lets whistled overhead, It was cold 
and foggy, and a raw wind blew 
Fritz coughed and shivered and at- 
tended to his blue and swollen nose, 
and listened. At last he could stand 
no more, He threw down his rifle 
and leaped out of his trench and ran 
toward the French trenches. 

“Kamarads,” he yelled, frantically 
holding his thick little hands high 
above his foxy red head, “Kamarads, 
Vive la France!" 

Both sides fired at him, but by a 
miracle he was unhurt. He tumbled 
breathless into a trench filled with 
equally breathless Frenchmen, who 
for a time believed he was but the 
forerunner of some new 
trick, Ever since he has been 
anxiously responding to each ques- 
tion put to him by the French staff 
in the hope that he may gain merit 
in their eyes,

French officer laughed and made me 
listen. He stepped to Fritz’s side.

ALLIANCE CO. 
TAKES CONTROL 


OF POWER PLANT 
0. E. Cope Retains Superintend.- 


ency While C. B. Taylor is 
Managing Director 


—_——— 


The city power plant is now under 


control of the Alliance Power Com- 
pany, which at the beginning of the 
month took over the operation from 
the city, and, according to the terms 
of the agreement between them and 
the city, will operate the plant for the 
period of five years, and such time as 
the city may care to extend the con- 
tract, until the hydro-electric com- 
pany is ready to deliver energy to the 
city under its agreement. C. me. Cope, 
superintendent at the plant under the 
city, retains his position with the come 
pany, and Charles BE, Taylor is manag- 
ing director at the plant under the 
new regime. The majority of the old 
staff have been retained, as {it was 
agreed between the city and the com- 
pany that this should be done as far 
as possible, while the agreement par- 
ticularly includes a fair wage clause 
whereby the company agrees to ob- 
serve the same working conditions tn 
regard to employees of the company 
as were established from time to time 
by the city as a fair wage schedule for 
similar service, 
Separation Takes Place. 

With the taking over of the plant 
by the Alliance Company, there came 
an automatic separation of the pump- 
ing and filtration station for the city 
water, which, previously a part of the 
power plant, now becomes a portion 
of the city waterworks system, under 
the control of Superintendent Turner, 
and the direct charge of A, Todd, 
newly-appointed superintendent of the 
pumping station, Some eight or nine 
members of the old staff have been 
retained in the employment of the city, 
and no new appointments, save that of 
the superintendent, have been made, 

The Alliance Company has to sell 
and deliver to the city electric energy 
at the rate of one cent per kilowatt 
hour, measured at the point of de- 
livery by meters to be supplied by the 
city and maintained by the company. 
The purchasing agent of the council is 
the electric light department, under 
Superintendent Ormsby, who will take 
the energy from the company and sell 
it out to the various city utilities and 
the private consumers, 

But although the city will buy at the 
cheap one cent per kilowatt hour rate 
from the company, there is very lit- 
tle reason to believe that either the 
city utilities or the private consumer 
will be any better off, 

Must Maintain in Good Repair, 

The company takes over the plant, 
and until the expiration of the agree- 
ment has to maintain it in good re- 
pair, damage by flood alone excepted, 
and any additional machinery instal- 
led by the company has to be turned 
over free of cost to the city, and the 
whole plant in as good condition as 
when taken over by the company, The 
city has, however, something like $1,- 
500,000 invested in the power plant 
alone, apart from the pumping and 
ration station, and the city has to 
yf per cent. yearly on that amount 
capital charges, this coming to 


for 
some $65,000. 
So, that after the city has received 


the energy at one cent per kilowatt 
Four, then to this price has to be ad- 
ded the interest and = sinking fund 
charges, and after them, the distribut- 
ing charges. What the final rate is 
going to be to athe <atrerent depart- 
ments has been the topic of a number 
of discussions between the commis- 
sioners and heads of the departments, 
and although a fair estimate has been 
arrived at, the definite rate has not 
yet been struck. It must not be over- 
looked, too, that there is the South 
Side plant upon whiecn capital charges 
have still to be paid, although it has 
not been in use for some time. 
Little Chance of Reduction, 

There is very little possibility of 

any reduction being made to private 


consumers, that is, to householders, 
although many may be anticipating 
this to happen, constdering that a 
great deal was made of the cheap 


energy to be suppliee the city by the 
Alliance Co, If any reduction is pos- 
sible it will in all probability be first 
devoted to reducing the street lighting 
bill. 

At the present time an inventory of 
the plant is being made by the city 
and the company offictals, With re- 
gard to stores a certain amount of 
these will be taken over by the com- 
puny, and the other will be placed in 
sufe custody until sold or otherwise 
used by the city. 

The company has had to deposit 
with the city the sum of $25,000 as se- 
‘urity and guarantee that it will carry 
out its part of the agreement and 
should it fail this sum will be forfeited. 
On the termination of the agrement 
the city has to repay this sum to the 
company, and while it remains in the 
hands of the city, 6 per cent. interest 
on the amount has to be allowed the 
company, 

It must be remembered that the Al- 
liance Company but stands in the light 
of a forerunner of the Edmonton 
Power Company, Ltd., who, within 
seven years from April, 1916, but not 
earlier than five years, the length of 
the contract of the subsidary company 
have contracted to supply Edmonton 
With hydro-electric energy, the motive 
force being the Saskatchewan River.

LETTER TELLS HOW 
PTE. M‘ARTHUR MET 
DEATH IN BATTLE 


Edmonton Boy Was Leading in At- 
tack When Shot Through 
the Body. 


Miss Jessie McArthur, of 11049 Uni- 
versity avenue, Edmonton South, has 
received from Private Galbraith, at 
the front, a letter concerning the death 
of her brother, Private Norman Mc- 
Arthur, of the Princess Pats, who 
left Edmonton in May, 1915, with the 
second University company. The let- 
ter, which was sent to the eldest bro- 
ther, Gordon McArthur, of Coronation, 
is as follows: 

“Iam sorry to have to Inform you of 
the death of your brother, who was 
killed in action on June 2nd. 

“On the morning of June 2 the ene- 
my commenced a very heavy bom- 
bardment of our trenches, which lasted 
about five hours, At about two o'clock 
our company, which had been in sup- 
port, was ordered out to occupy a por- 
tion of our second line trenches, the 
enemy in the meantime having taken 
a portion of our front Hine. Norman 
was leading our platoon, and had just 
reached a junction in the trench when 
he was shot through the body, dying 
instantly. 

“We all feel his loss very keenly, as 
he was universally liked by everyone. 
We suffered fairly heavy losses, Corp. 
Parsons was killed, and Sergt. Stevens 
and Corpl, MeQueen wounded. You 
may have heard of them from Nor- 
man. All of us wish to extend to you 


and Miss McArthur our very deep 
sympathy in your sudden and sad 
bereavement. Any other information 


you may desire, I will be very pleased 
to furnish to the best of my _ ability.

Everywhere 
the infantry fought finely, but all Eng- 
land will rejoice to hear that one’ of 
the farthest points of advance Was 
reached and the most violent counter 
attacks repulsed by the regiments of 
Lancashire clerks. They Were com- 
paratively new troops, men who had 
little or no experience either of coun- 
try life or of physical work, but they 
fought like regulars with dash, in- 
finite grit, endurance, and, moreover, 
gallantly. What a support it must 
have been to see those clerks drive 
the enemy from his commanding hill

Sir Herbert Ames emphasized the 
fact that owing to the dimensions of 
the war they had found themselves up 
against a problem very much greater 
than anticipated, ana while he admit- 
ted that mistakes had been made, he 
thought, however, the organization 
had been respons to public opin- 
ion and in management and adminis- 
tration had appealed to the sentiment 
of the people of Canada, so that they 
had enjoyed a measure of public cons 
fidence which was, after all, their 
principal asset, He anticipated that 
for the year beginning September 1 
next they would need from the Do- 
minion the sum of $12,000,000 and to 
raise this sum they would have to as- 
sure the people that the money was 
wisely and honestly spent, that their 
accounts were open to inspection and 
that they were ready to answer any 
question regarding administration, 
Deal With Requirements. 
They would also have to assure 
those who subscribed that every part 
of the country was acting up to the 
collar, The object of the fund was 
to deal with cases that really needed 
| assistance, and to supply the differ- 
, ence between bare subsistence and 
decent living. They went straight to 
the men; it was a case of either fight 
or pay. Pointing out that there could 
be no uniformity in the sum paid de- 
pendents owing to the wide difference 
in the cost of living throughout the 
Dominion, he said that on a per capita 
basis of $1.60 for a population of 500,- 
(00 Alverta would have to raise $800,- 
(00 for the fiseal year beginning Sept. 
1 and ending August 31, 1917, Speak- 
ing of the contributions from the 
rural districts he stated that when the 
matter was properly brought before 
these communities they subscribed 
willingly, and as an instance of this 
he mentioned that there was scarcely 
a county in Ontario that was not con- 
tributing. 

Mr. Tweedie then submitted his 
resolutions, which after brief discus- 
sion were adopted, :

nia is a fruit country but cannot grow 
a superior potato, and large quantities 
are imported from Oregon and Wash- 
ington and as far east as Colorado, 
Here is material for our board of trade 
to work on, 

Messrs. H. L. Geiss and Brant took tn 
a few loads of potatoes and topped the 
HWdmonton market, the quality and ap- 
pearance being so superior, Tubers as 
high as two pounds weight apiece are 
largely in evidence, and when properly 
cooked fall apart like flour, Greely, 
Colorado, ships 1,500 to 2,000 carloads 
of the tuber every season ,and all by 
rail, We with the added assistance of 
cheap water transportation should be 
nble to do the same thing.

CAN MEET IN PRIVATE 


Montreal Star Loses Attempt to Pre- 
vent Star Chamber Methods

tice Bruneau rendered today, dismiss- 
ing a petition that had been presented 
on behalf of the Montreal Star Pub- 
lishing company in the practice court, 
seeking an injunetion to restrain the 
commissioners from holding thelr 
meetings in private. The petition was 
answered strictly upon the point of 
law raised, and as it was shown that 
the law was silent on the matter the 
charter was interpreted by the judge

SPLENDID RAILWAY 
SYSTEM IS BEHIND 
ANGLO-FRENCH LINE 


Amsterdam, via London, July 4.— 
The Berlin Tageblatt, discussing the 
Anglo-French offensive, lays stress 
upon the splendid railroad communi- 
cations which it says are at the dis- 
posal of the British and French 


armies. The paper says that the rail- 
road net to the rear of the allied lines 
is very favorable to the development 
of an offensive and that the allies also 
possess numerous connecting lines 
between the wings of the operating 
armies, 

While asserting that the British 
gains in ground and _ prisoners is 
slight, the Tageblatt says that about 
the probable course of the offensive, 
nothing can yet be said. 

“We find ourselves,” it says, “at the 
beginning of an offensive prepared by 
the enemy and awaited by -him with 
great expectations but we have no oc- 
casion to doubt the power of our re- 
sistance,” 

The Munich Machrichten publishes 
statement under a Berlin date say- 
ing that the British offensive is noth- 
{ing more than an attempt to stave off 
the utter collapse of France, which 
Germany has “bled to death at Ver- 
dun.” Germany and Austria, the 
statement adds, must also reckon 
with fresh Russian sacrifices on the 
eastern front, all of which it declares 
will be vain,

Sweeps Forward in Face 
Courage Drives Men Into 


Press Headquarters with the British 
Armies at the Front, (via London) 
July 4—(By Philip, Gibbs)—It is pos- 
sible to get something like a clear 
idea, though nothing like an_ histor- 
ical narrative, of the fighting which 
began Saturday morning at 7.30 when 
the furious tempest of the British guns 
passed further over the German lines, 
and the British infantry left their 
trenches for the great adventure, The 
battle goes on with success to the Brit- 
ish arms. Fricourt partly surrounded 
was taken by assault, and the German 
counter attack upon Montauban was 
repulsed with losses that tore gaps in 
the enemy's ranks. 

Scrious Loss at Montauban. 

The loss of Montauban was serious to 
the Germans, and they prepared a 
counter attack which was launched 
this morning at three o'clock with a 
strength of two regiments. The British 
were expecting this and had organized 
their defense, 

The Germans came on bravely in 
elose order, rank after rank, advanc- 
ing over the dead and wounded bodios 
of their comrades who were caught by 
machine gun fire and rifle fre and 
mowed down. Only a few men were 
able to enter the British trenches, and 
these died. Montauban remains ‘in 
their hands and so far the Germans 
have not made another attack, 

Under Trying Fire. 

The fire of the German machine 
guns was most trying to the’ British. 
Time and again the soldiers have told 
me today of the hard times when these 
bullets began to play upon them. In 
spite of the enormous bombardment 
there remained here and there in the 
front line trenches a machine gun eni- 
placement so strongly built with stee) 
girders and concrete cover that it had 
defied the high explosives. And inside 
were men who were defiant also. 

A young officer paid high trtbute to 
them. “They are wonderful men,” he 
sald, “and work their machines’ till 
they are bombed to death, In the 
trenches by Fricourt they stayed on 
when all other men had either been 
killed or wounded, and would neither 
surrender nor escape. It was the shme 
at Loos, and it would not be sporty of 
us if we did not say so, though they 
have knocked out so many of our 
best.” 
all the machine gun emplacements. 
The Germans came out of their hiding 
places, and turned their machine guns 
on the British troops who had gone 
forward. 

Fought Way Through. 

A sergeant major of the Manchester 
regiment who took part in one of the 
engagements, which followed each 
other in waves on the Thiepval posi- 
tions, says that he and his comrades 
forced their way across the front 
trenches and had to walk over the 
bodies of a large number of German 
dead who had fallen in the bombard- 
ment. With his regiment he went for- 
ward into the wood known to the men 
an "'Bligthy,” and there fell wounded, 
Machine gun bullets and shrapnel were 
splashing through it with a storm of 
lead, lopping off branches and rico- 
chetting from tree trunks. The men 
stood this ordeal superbly, and those 
who were not wounded fought their 
way through toward the village. 

Some of the battalions working on 
the left of Thiepval had a ‘very 
severe ordeal, One of the wounded 
told me _ they’ seized the first 
system of trenches in the face of ma- 
chine gun fire, and captured the me" 
who remained alive in the dugouts, 

Dugouts Below Fire, 

They were deep dugouts, going 
thirty feet below the ground, and in 
s0me cases even at that depth had trap 
doors leading to still lower chambers, 
so that the British Bombardment had 
not touched them. Many of them were 
alaborately furnished, and were still 
well stocked with wine and beer, A 
great deal of correspondence was 
found and sent back to the British 
lines in hand bags. 

It was when the British advanced 
upon Thiepval wood that they had 
their hardest hours, for the Gorman 
fire was heavy, and they had to pass 
through intense barrage. 

Ordeal of Fire. 

Meanwhile the big fighting wus in 
progress at Fricourt, and some of the 
north countrymen had a great ordeal 
of fire, 

They have done magnificently, and 
Fricourt is in British hands. Other 
troops were engaged, for 
men of many British regiments ad- 


vanced on both aides of the village en- 
deavoring to get possession of

Ground Was Gained. 

Further south, at Authuille and 
Ovillers La Boiselle, the attacks were 
rather more fortunate, and some 
ground was gained, with great loss of 
life to the enemy, though not without 
many casualties to the British, For- 
tuntely, oo fn all this fighting, the pro- 
portion of lightly wounded men is 
high. One of the officers of the Suffolks 
who fought on the way to Contalmal- 
son tells me that he was on the bat- 
tlefield for two hours until he was 
wounded and carried away, and in that 
time, in spite of very heavy fighting he 
saw only one dead man among theo 
Eritish troops engaged.

Battle of Bombs, 


They had an easy time over the front 
line, but when the second was reached, 
had to engage in a battle of bombs 
with a large body of Germans. This 
resistance was broken down ,and when 
there was a show of bayonets the Ger- 
mans surrendered. They were haggard 
men, who had suffered, like most of 
the prisoners, from long hunger and 
thirst ,as the British bombardment had 
cut off their supplies and broken the 
water pipes. 

Further north again there was a 
severe struggle for the possession of 
Thiepval, which was once in British 
bands. I do not know what troops first 
attacked and went through the village, 
but it is clear from all the evidence 
I can get that they passed beyond to a

The attack then closed tn one body 
ef troops working around to the north 
nnd another fighting their way around 
the south side in order to get the vil- 
lage within a pair of tongs. These op- 
erations succeeded and the village was 
taker; but the fighting still went on to 
gain possession of a high ridge above. 

A whole company of German sol- 
diers were seen to come suddenly across 
the open with their hands up, Other 
men struggled singly over the» shell- 
beaten ground to surrender to the 
British, but the German guns put up a 
heavy barrage of shrapnel and high 
explosives. When the British tried to 
udvance along the ridge from the uo- 
per end of Avocourt wood there came 
on incessant clattering of machine gun 
fire. As far as I can hear the position 
tonight is good.
